MAUtlD(i3 December 1901): Her imperial Majesty, Lucreaia HI, Eaperess of the French, 
Quoen of Spain, Duchess of Floraence and of Kodena, &e.&c, today appealed to the world 
for peace. "1*0* all nation* lay down thair ansa and live 1b harmony and under*, 
standing," her majesty sa*d« Her speech nu mado at the 3rd annual Hisjanic Winter 
Feaattvle and Grand Orgy, at which several German prisoners of war wo being fod 
to tho lions* 

SZSKE3FK8ERVAR (15 December, 1901) t Hungarian Bapew Arpad XI, in Mo usual stunning 
faaMon^g agai%atettnded the wovld. Today the fiaporor announced that Ho has* for 
some time, now, boon updating the Hindu concept of yoga and greatlyimproving the 
expected results of employing such ft toohrrtrpwu Said the emperor. "Theonly thing 
wrong with tho Hindus la thast they noapo^at Hungarian*.
